Aaron Kohn, managing 
director of the Metropolitan 
Crime Commission of New Or- 
leans Inc., said Tuesday that a 
$75,000 defamation of character ' 
suit filed agai^t him Monday ( 
by a former bail bondsman was 
‘‘calculated harassment.” 

In a statement Kohn said, 
“We believe this latest law suit 
in the name of Nick Christiana 
fits into the pattern of calcula- 
ed harassment to divert our en- 
ergies away from documenta- 
tion and public disclosure of or- 
ganized crime in this area. 

“However, we also value 
the opportunity for such proof 
before an impartial judge in an 
open courtroom.’* 

The suit stems from state- 
ments made by Kohn during a 
June 25 television interview in 
which, Christiana says, Kohn i 
^ted that Christiana was be- 
lieved to be connected with the 
iCosa Nostra and that his history' 
“ties him up with the Carlos 
Marcello organization.**
